The great point is to instil principles. Professor Hill said he believes the 
great book on the teaching of arithmetic has yet to be written. The 
lecture was listened to throughout with marked attention. — There will be a 
lantern lecture, at Northwood College, by the Rev. Septimus Herbert, on 
May 17th, at 8.30 p.m., and one on June 7th, at 3.30 p.m., at Dr. 
Chattaway’s, Kenton Road, Harrow, by the Rev. Canon Scott Holland. —
